The New Soath. 

Mr. Edward Atkinson, upon his return 
from Atlanta to the north, was submit- 
ted to the inevitable interview. A re- 
porter, supposed to represent ten thou- 
sand or more curious and inquisitive 
people, nestled under Mr. Atkinson’s 
ear, and besought him to elaborate his 
experience in the sweet sunny soutiiland 
for the benefit of the anxious populace of 
the north. Mr. Atkinson thereupon 
opened his budget, and talked with the 
reporter as one who had been among the 
Philistines. As usual his talk was of 
abounding interest, and we print else- 
where such portions thereof as seem 
likely to attract the attention of our own 
people. 

Mr. Atkinson pays a very high tribute 
to the industria! which he dis- 
covered in and around Atlanta, and he 
appears to have discovered what Tue 
ConsTITUTION insisted upon from the first, 
that the forces which have become prom- 
inent in Atlanta by reason of concentra- 
tion have their representatives in every 
portion of Georgia and in almost every 
portion of the south. In other words, 
the industrial progress of the section isas 
great, although it is not as marked as that 
which has manifested itseif in Atlanta. 
This city, Mr. Atkinson regards 
as the best example of the energy and 
the enterprise of the new south, and he 
is almost inclined to admit that it is 
thoroughly representative of the new 
south. . 

Louisville is competing with Atlanta 
forthe proposed cotton exhibition, and 
while Mr. Atkinson gives his preference 
to Atlanta, he perceives that it isa mat- 
for the representatives of the cotton 
industry of the south to decide for them- 
selves. The exhibition is sure to be held 
and a little while ago we were sure it 
would be held in Atlanta; but the vom- 
petition of Louisville and the appa- 
rent delay on the part of 
our own business men, have somewhat 
confused us; for we know that if the ex- 
hibition is to be held in 1881 there is no 
time to be Jost in arranging the prelimi- 
naries and getting the details into shape. 
Louisville is anxiously awaiting the sig-

The Irish Trouble. 

Farmer Boycott, of Ballinrobe, has be- 
come a famous man, because his work- 
people left him through, it is alleged, the 
orders of the land league. Mr. Boycott 
is, it is true, the agent of the Earl of 
Erne, but he is also a farmer on his own 
account. The facts of the case are about 
these: His farm consists of several hun- 
dred acres, which he claims to have res- 
cued from barrenness, and in which he 
has invested all his money. Until quite 
recently Mr. Boycott and Lord Erne’s 
tenantry have been on the most friendly 
relations, but ail this has changed. Some 
months ago a branch of the .and league 
was established in the vicinity. The 


ment will protect them, and for this pur- 
pose most extraordinary measures are 
being taken. Four troops of hussars 
have been sent from Dublin to Mr. Boy- 
cott’s farm. A regiment of infantry is 
posted in the neighborhood, and the sol- 
diers in the Curragh camp and in the 
military barracks throughout Ireland are 
held in readiness to support the protect- 
ors of Mr. Boycott’sharvest hands. And 
then come five hundred bold Orangemen 
of the north and proffer their services to 
Mr. Boycott. They will help him to collect 
his harvest, and to collect Lord Erne’s 
rents; and it is this valiant band that the 
cable informs us this morning have 
reached Ballinrobe in safety. They will 
undoubtedly proceed to gather in Farmer 
Boycott’s crops; but they will not by any 
means settle the trouble that agitates and 
distresses all Ireland. There is no cure 
for that except a thorough refofm in the 
matter of land-tenure. As in Germany 
and France, the great proprietors must 
go, and the tiller of the soil must become 
its proprietor. Any other remedy would 
prove temporary and unsatisfactory ; and 
the very difficulty at Ballinrobe shows 
that the change must be radical and per- 
manent if peace and contentment are 
ever again to prevail among the Irish 
people. oe

Tbe superior court, Judge Hillyer presid- 
ing, was engaged all day yesterday in the 
trial of Wilson, charged with larceny from 
the person. 

kKirly in the morning the work of im- 
panneli.g a jury was begun, and after quite 
an effort tweive men Were sworn to try tke 
case according to the law and evidence 
Some difficulty was experienced in procur- 
ing a jury, a3 many of the venire expressed 
a prejudice. 

Wiison was first placed upon ‘tial and 
pl: aded not guilty to the charge, and the case 
was begun by the introduction of W. G. 
Mosely, the complainant. Mr Mosely swore 
that on Tuesday last he came to Atianta 
on the Central train and that when the 
irain entered the Garsshed he had $590 in his 
leit hand pants pocket. When the train 
stopped, and the passengers were jeavirg 
the coacb, he reacued up to get his son’s 
hat trom a hat-rack. There wasa big crowd 
around him and in the jam his pocket was 
picked of his money. He said that his 
money cousisted of one fifty and several 
five, ten and twenty dollar bills. He dis- 
covered tbe robbery almost instantly 
aiid giving iheala:‘n he began searching fur 
th- robbers. He saw Horton just as the 
Wet Point train was leaving and recog- 
nizipg him as one of those immediateiy 
around him caused his arrest.
